If Appellant has previously timely submitted the evidence referred to above, Appellant should provide a copy in the evidence appendix and 
a statement of when the evidence was entered by the examiner. If the evidence referred to above, has not been previously entered 
Appellant should consult 37 CFR 41 .33 and/or remove the reference to unentered evidence for the appeal brief. 
The definitions of "integral" and "separate" set forth on page 10 of the appeal brief are considered evidence.
